FIRST COUNT: 

Keith Littlepage, also known as Keith Littlepage-El, within the District of Columbia, 
while armed with a dangerous weapon, that is a sharp object, purposely and with deliberate and 
premeditated malice, killed Selina Knight by stabbing her with a sharp object on or about 
March 4, 201 1, thereby causing injuries from which Selina Knight died on or about March 4, 
2011. (First Degree Murder While Armed (Premeditated), in violation of 22 D.C. Code, 
Sections 2101, 4502 (2001 ed.)) 



The Grand Jury Further Charges: 

At the time of the murder set forth in the first count of the indictment, the following 
aggravating circumstance existed: The defendant had previously been convicted and sentenced, 
whether in a court of the District of Columbia, of the United States, or of any state, for 
manslaughter. (Aggravating Circumstances, in violation of 22 D.C. Code, Sections 2104, 
2104.01(a), 2014.01(b)(12) (2001 ed.)) 
SECOND COUNT: 

Keith Littlepage, also known as Keith Littlepage-El, within the District of Columbia, 
while armed with a dangerous weapon, that is a sharp object, in perpetrating and attempting to 
perpetrate the crime of burglary, as set forth in the third count of this indictment, killed Selina 
Knight by stabbing her with a sharp object on or about March 4, 201 1 , thereby causing injuries 
from which Selina Knight died on or about March 4, 20 1 1 . (First Degree Murder While Armed - 
Felony Murder, in violation of 22 D.C. Code, Sections 2101, 4502 (2001 ed.))

At the time of the murder set forth in the second count of the indictment, the following 
aggravating circumstance existed: The defendant had previously been convicted and sentenced, 
whether in a court of the District of Columbia, of the United States, or of any state, for 
manslaughter.

THIRD COUNT: 

On or about March 4, 201 1, within the District of Columbia, Keith Littlepage, also known 
as Keith Littlepage-El entered the dwelling of Selina Knight, while Selina Knight was inside that 
dwelling with intent to assault her and intent to kill her. (First Degree Burglary, in violation of 
22 D.C. Code, Section 801(a) (2001 ed.)) 
FOURTH COUNT: 

Between on or about March 2, 201 1 and March 4, 201 1, within the District of Columbia, 
Keith Littlepage, also known as Keith Littlepage-El entered the dwelling of Selina Knight, with 
intent to destroy property and intent to damage property. (Second Degree Burglary, in violation 
of 22 D.C. Code, Section 801(b) (2001 ed.)) 
FIFTH COUNT: 

Between on or about March 1 , 20 1 1 and March 2, 20 1 1 , within the District of Columbia, 
Keith Littlepage, also known as Keith Littlepage-El, wrongfully obtained and used property of 
value, belonging to Selina Knight, consisting of photographs and a television, with the intent to 
appropriate the property for his own use and to deprive Selina Knight of a right to and benefit of 
the property. (Second Degree Theft, in violation of 22 D.C. Code, Section 321 1, 3212(b) 
(2001 ed.)) 
SIXTH COUNT: 

In or about February 201 1, within the District of Columbia, Keith Littlepage, also known 
as Keith Littlepage-El, threatened to injure the person of Selina Knight. (Threatening To 
Injure/Kidnap a Person, in violation of 22 D.C. Code, Section 1810 (2001 ed.)) 



SEVENTH COUNT: 

Between on or about March 1, 201 1 and March 4, 201 1, within the District of Columbia, 
Keith Littlepage, also known as Keith Littlepage-El, threatened to injure the person of Selina 
Knight. (Threatening To Injure/Kidnap a Person, in violation of 22 D.C. Code, Section 1810 
(2001 ed.)) 
EIGHTH COUNT: 

Between on or about March 1, 201 1 and March 4, 201 1, within the District of Columbia, 
Keith Littlepage, also known as Keith Littlepage-El, threatened to injure the person of Larry 
Braxton. (Threatening To Injure/Kidnap a Person, in violation of 22 D.C. Code, Section 1810 
(2001 ed.)) 
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
